VETOED. 

HOSE who sought to further commercialize 

racing in Illinois by increasing from 614 per 
cent to 844 per cent the commission to be taken 
from pari-mutuel pools by the race track com- 
panies were defeated in the attempt when Gov- 
ernor Louis L. Emmerson on December 6 vetoed 
the Michel bill granting that privilege. The 
measure, Which had been introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Victor P. Michel, Republican, 
of Peoria, and which had passed both houses at 
the special session of the Legislature at Spring- 
field, was published in full on pages 632 and 633 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending Decem- 
ber 3. Governor Emmerson’s action, we think, 
will have the approval of people in all parts of 
the country who sincerely have the welfare of 
the Turf at heart. On their behalf, as well as 
for ourselves, THE BLOOD-HORSE congratulates 
Governor Emmerson on his action in killing the 
measure. 

We take this occasion to say again that racing 
of the better class is not to be had in America 
where the “‘take”’ is high and the purses are low. 
This condition has obtained in Kentucky for the 
past two years and through it we have a fitting 
example of the truth of the statement just made. 

We have been informed that the Michel bill 
was inspired by persons closely identified with 
the American Turf Association, which controls 
Washington Park and Lincoln Fields in Illinois 
and the Latonia, Churchill Downs and Lexington 
tracks in Kentucky. In the last analysis, the 
action of Governor Emmerson amounts to a 
rebuff for those who are responsible for having 
increased the “take” at Kentucky tracks to 
10 per cent. It should be an eye-opener for 
Governor Ruby Laffoon and the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission. 

Governor Emmerson’s action will undoubtedly 
Serve as a deterrent to those Marylanders who 
may have been inclined to give support to Dr. 
Jacob H. Hollander and his associates on Mary- 
land’s State Tax Survey Commission in the mat- 
ter of their proposal that a levy of 10 per cent 
on betting at the major courses in that State 
be taken for the unemployed of Maryland. We 
have it on the authority of so well-informed a 


racing man as is Robert J. Walden, of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club, that such an enactment would 
result in the closing of Pimlico, Havre de Grace, 
Laurel and Bowie until such time as it could 
be removed from the statute books. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE believes, however, that one so well in- 
formed as is Governor Ritchie would not permit 
the proposal to become a law. 


CONFERENCE. 

FTER he had read the editorial under the 

caption “Betterments” in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
last week, Col. E. R. Bradley wrote in from 
Idle Hour Farm to say he read the article with 
a great deal of interest and he made some com- 
ment, which he stated we are at liberty to print 
as we see fit. 

Colonel Bradley is not in accord with the sug- 
gestion that there be formed a National Jockey 
Club, nor is he supportive of the idea that a 
ezar should be appointed for racing. His atti- 
tude as regards these two somewhat bewhiskered 
suggestions is in keeping with that of THE 
BLooD-HORSE and with hundreds of others who 
have been for a long time identified with racing. 
We quote Colonel Bradley: 


I don’t think it would ever be possible to 
form a National Jockey Club. I do think 
that each state should take care of its own. 
There is little or no complaint at the present 
time nor will there be. Breeding has become 
a big industry. I doubt if $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 would cover investment in horses 
in Kentucky alone. This industry has also 
reached into Maryland and is gradually in- 
creasing in that State. I believe there should 
be a Racing Commission in every state 
where racing is permitted. 

Some one suggests that it would be well 
to have an annual dinner given by the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. That could be 
done in the way of a convention and be held 
in Lexington by the Thoroughbred Club of 
America with an invitation extended to rac- 
ing men and breeders of Thoroughbred horses 
to gather around the festive board at a late 
date in November or early in December, 
near or after the close of the Bowie meeting. 

The persons so assembled could give their 
views on the improvement of conditions in- 
cluding shipping, breeding of horses, market- 
ing of horses, etc. Some good would come 
out of these suggestions.

VETOED. 

HOSE who sought to further commercialize 

racing in Illinois by increasing from 61% per 
cent to 814 per cent the commission to be taken 
from pari-mutuel pools by the race track com- 
panies were defeated in the attempt when Gov- 
ernor Louis L. Emmerson on December 6 vetoed 
the Michel bill granting that privilege. The 
measure, which had been introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Victor P. Michel, Republican, 
of Peoria, and which had passed both houses at 
the special session of the Legislature at Spring- 
field, was published in full on pages 632 and 633 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending Decem- 
ber 3. Governor Emmerson’s action, we think, 
will have the approval of people in all parts of 
the country who sincerely have the welfare of 
the Turf at heart. On their behalf, as well as 
for ourselves, THE BLOOD-HORSE congratulates 
Governor Emmerson on his action in killing the 
measure. 

We take this occasion to say again that racing 
of the better class is not to be had in America 
where the “take’”’ is high and the purses are low. 
This condition has obtained in Kentucky for the 
past two years and through it we have a fitting 
example of the truth of the statement just made. 

We have been informed that the Michel bill 
was inspired by persons closely identified with 
the American Turf Association, which controls 
Washington Park and Lincoln Fields in Illinois 
and the Latonia, Churchill Downs and Lexington 
tracks in Kentucky. In the last analysis, the 
action of Governor Emmerson amounts to a 
tebuff for those who are responsible for having 
increased the “take” at Kentucky tracks to 
10 per cent. It should be an eye-opener for 
Governor Ruby Laffoon and the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission. 

Governor Emmerson’s action will undoubtedly 
serve as a deterrent to those Marylanders who 
may have been inclined to give support to Dr. 
Jacob H. Hollander and his associates on Mary- 
land’s State Tax Survey Commission in the mat- 
ter of their proposal that a levy of 10 per cent 
on betting at the major courses in that State 
be taken for the unemployed of Maryland. We 
have it on the authority of so well-informed a 


racing man as is Robert J. Walden, of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club, that such an enactment would 
result in the closing of Pimlico, Havre de Grace, 
Laurel and Bowie until such time as it could 
be removed from the statute books. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE believes, however, that one so well in- 
formed as is Governor Ritchie would not permit 
the proposal to become a law. 


CONFERENCE. 
FTER he had read the editorial under the 


caption “Betterments” in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
last week, Col. E. R. Bradley wrote in from 
Idle Hour Farm to say he read the article with 
a great deal of interest and he made some com- 
ment, which he stated we are at liberty to print 
as we see fit. 

Colonel Bradley is not in accord with the sug- 
gestion that there be formed a National Jockey 
Club, nor is he supportive of the idea that a 
ezar should be appointed for racing. His atti- 
tude as regards these two somewhat bewhiskered 
suggestions is in keeping with that of THE 
BLoop-HORSE and with hundreds of others who 
have been for a long time identified with racing. 
We quote Colonel Bradley: 


I don’t think it would ever be possible to 
form a National Jockey Club. I do think 
that each state should take care of its own. 
There is little or no complaint at the present 
time nor will there be. Breeding has become 
a big industry. I doubt if $40,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 would cover investment in horses 
in Kentucky alone. This industry has also 
reached into Maryland and is gradually in- 
creasing in that State. I believe there should 
be a Racing Commission in every state 
where racing is permitted. 

Some one suggests that it would be well 
to have an annual dinner given by the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. That could be 
done in the way of a convention and be held 
in Lexington by the Thoroughbred Club of 
America with an invitation extended to rac- 
ing men and breeders of Thoroughbred horses 
to gather around the festive board at a late 
date in November or early in December, 
near or after the close of the Bowie meeting. 

The persons so assembled could give their 
views on the improvement of conditions in- 
cluding shipping, breeding of horses, market- 
ing of horses, etc. Some good would come 
out of these suggestions. The invited guests 
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would be from all walks of the racing and 

breeding industry and they need not be 

members of any association. They would be 
free to express their views from a personal 
point. 

I note that many other industries have 
improved their conditions by such conven- 
tions. The grape growers of California, the 
growers of citrus fruits, the nurserymen and 
hundreds of other industries meet at least 
once in every two years and some of them 
every year. 

But those comprising such conference as 
this would be indebted to the Thoroughbred 
Club of America for its cooperation and its 
executive ability to bring these individuals 
together. Within a few years this convention 
would be so popular that it would require 
an exceedingly large banquet hall or several 
large banquet halls to take care of it. 

I would discredit any idea of trying to 
form a National Jockey Club. It would only 
bring about dissension, jealousy and lack of 
cooperation. I note in reading your article 
that there were numerous subjects widely 
discussed after the dinner. Your subscribers 
will read these and derive great benefit from 
them. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has high regard for the 
opinion of Colonel Bradley, who has displayed a 
capacity for trying out experiments and adopting 
new ideas and suggestions as has no other man 
of this era on the Turf. He has a great store 
of knowledge, and what he says is generally 
found to be practical and serviceable. 

The proposal for a National Jockey Club, as 
we said last week, has been recurring for all of 
30 years. The editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, while 
sporting editor of The Cincinnati Enquirer in the 
early 1900’s, made a nation-wide canvas on the 
subject and found that many the most of those 
whose views were sought were definitely opposed 
to the plan. 

At that time racing was governed by The 
Jockey Club in the East, by the Western Jockey 
Club in the middle West and South, and by the 
Pacific Jockey Club, dominated by the late Tom 
Williams, of San Francisco, on the Pacific Coast. 

We do not believe that the number of persons 
today in favor of the proposal is any larger than 
at that time. As THE BLOOD-HORSE sees it, if a 
National Jockey Club could be formed out of 
the membership of the governing bodies in the 
various states its functions would necessarily be 
advisory rather more than directory. Seriously, 
we treat the subject like many others constantly 
recurring; on the Turf—as merely something to 
talk abcut. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is very much in favor of 
the proposal for an annual conference, as readers 
of this publication well know, and we say again 
that we hope the Thoroughbred Club of America 
will undertake to bring about a meeting of the 
leading figures of the Turf with a view to im- 
provement in conditions wherever needed, par- 
ticularly in Kentucky.

Purchasing and Breeding Headquarters at Lex- 
ington, calling our attention to the fact that 
the American Remount Association is making a 
nation-wide subscription drive in an effort to 
find replacement of members lost through death, 
sickness and other causes during 1932, aggre- 
gating about 500. 


The American Remount Association, which 
has its headquarters in the Otis Building, 810 
Eighteenth Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., 
was organized November 14, 1919, with a charter 
membership of 88. Its membership grew to 
about 4,000 representative men and women in the 
United States and many in foreign countries.

ODDS AND ENDS

HE battle between Hank Mills and Johnny 

Gilbert for leadership among the 1932 
jockeys holds the center of the stage at Jeffer- 
son Park these days, with Gilbert enjoying a 
slight advantage as this is written and all the 
alleged “wise money” for Mills, who is expected 
to regain his advantage and to obtain a com- 
fortable margin between this and the end of 
the season. Mills, who can ride at about 100 
pounds, some five less than Gilbert, has been 
disconcertingly slow about hitting his stride 
after his month of enforced rest, and the Syrian 
lad has made the most of this opportunity. Un- 
less Mills’ work takes a sudden turn for the 
better, however, he may find himself getting 
fewer and less desirable mounts than his rival. 
There is a tendency in some quarters to ques- 
tion if carrying the battle to the winter races 
was well advised, because of the inordinate per- 
centage of three-legged horses active there and 
the consequent increased hazard of a spill, which 
might mark finis to a rosy future in the saddle. 
But then race-riding at best is no tea party. 
Anyway, the Mills-Gilbert feud is worth a lot 
to the Jeff management. 


* * * 


T is doubtful if *Epinard, which embarked for 

his native France from New York last Fri- 
day, will again make the ocean voyage to Ameri- 
ca. The big chestnut, which even in defeat gain- 
ed the admiration of American horsemen by car- 
rying Pierre Wertheimer’s silks in the three In- 
ternational Specials, has had a big year in the 
land of rain and vineyards and likely is worth 
more there in stud fees than here. Hygro, A. 
Bartelstein’s recent acquisition, seems a logical 
successor to his sire, though he is no such per- 
former as was *Epinard over routes in excess of 
one mile. It must be remembered that the Bada- 
joz horse was only a scant length off Sarazen 
in the Latonia edition of the Internationals, at a 
mile and a quarter in 2:00 4-5 and under 126 
pounds. Discounting the oft-questioned 2:00 
credited in the records to Whisk Broom II, that 
was the best race at the 10-furlong distance run 
here, or anywhere else, in all probability. 
Whether *Epinard left a lasting impress on 
American bloodstock is doubtful. 


* * * 


HERE are very few Thoroughbreds hiber- 

nating at Long Island tracks, the winter 
colony being the smallest in years. Few estab- 
lishments nowadays are passing up the oppor- 
tunity proffered by winter racing in the South 
and several sizeable shipments entrained from 
the metropolitan area for the various winter 
tracks during the past few weeks. Others left 
for Columbia, Aiken or the farms. The $50,000 
Agua Caliente Handicap and Cuban Grand Na- 
tional Sweepstakes are assured some good ma- 
terial, several of the better sort in the East hav- 
ing the latter event as their main objective. 
Among these is the Greentree Stable’s St. Bri- 
deaux, which on paper looks the best racehorse 
ever to have been nominated for a contest at the 
island course. Kincsen, Con Amore and Head 
Play are others to be pointed for the Havana 
prize. Head Play is by long odds the best of 
the coming 3-year-olds slated for a campaign 
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during the winter season. This Kentuckian may 
develop into a real good one. 
* * 
HE Brookmeade Stable’s Flag Pole, which was 
horse enough to finish a very creditable and 
game-going third behind Faireno and Osculator 
and just ahead of Gusto for the last Belmont 
Stakes, when crippled in both fore limbs, is a 
recent addition to the sire ranks from the house 
of Man o’ War. Bob Smith thought this son of 
American Flag and a Broomstick mare was 
meant for a humdinger back around Belmont 
time; he need not have been half that to have 
proved a crack among the 1932 3-year-olds. 
Physically, Flag Pole, like Gusto, is a true son 
of his sire, which incidentally stamps his issue 
more consistently with his own impress than 
does Man o’ War. It has ever been a source of 
distinct disappointment to Old Rosebud that 
Man o’ War hasn’t been particularly prepotent 
insofar as the transmission of his own physical 
characteristics is concerned. 
* * 

T is this department’s belief there would be 

far more good distance and handicap per- 
formers, horses of 4 and 5 years of age, racing 
in this country if something were done about 
the “touching-up” of juveniles—which, while he 
couldn’t prove it, the writer thinks is becoming 
an all too prevalent custom, one even being car- 
ried to the workouts. This practice could be 
stopped, and that in a single afternoon, if the 
rule governing artificial speed and courage were 
really enforced, regardless of where the chips 
fall. One can hardly blame those horsemen who 
know better, but who resort to the practice so 
as not to be placed to a disadvantage. ‘Hop- 
ping” a horse should become as unpardonable 
a crime as “ringing” one. 

* * 

OWIE’S date shift from its usual position of 

curtain-raiser on Maryland spring racing to 
the latter part of May likely will have the de- 
sired effect of dodging the inclement weather, 
but for which its backers are certain their early 
season sessions would have been more profit- 
able. However, following Pimlico may prove 
something of a handicap. If, as may develop, 
Bowie runs opposed to Belmont, the conflict is 
more apt to work hardship on the latter course 
than vice versa. This seems certain to be mani- 
fest in the class of horses at least. If there is 
no relief for Belmont when its benefactors make 
their stand at Albany this winter, it will mean 
a brief session at the Nassau County park in 
the spring and the enforced retrenchment already 
has made inroads not altogether attractive in 
the offerings. However, there are certain strong 
establishments which will be at Belmont regard- 
less of the outlook. 

It would be a boon to New York tracks if 
those up-State farmers could shake their preju- 
dices concerning open booking. This would 
make for much more satisfactory sport, with 
plenty of books and consequently better odds. 
A reduced admission is sure to accompany any 
favorable action at Albany. Battling the hand- 
books under the present conditions in New York 
is no fun—it isn’t even fun in a spot as com- 
paratively liberal as New Orleans, where at 
present there is a move afoot to do away with 
the gate fee. Nor would this be an altogether 
bad move for a track in Jeff Park’s circum- 
stances. Race tracks must learn to play for 
quarters these days. New Jersey is now a men- 


ace to both New York and Maryland tracks, 
Should New Jersey succeed with a bill legalizing 
mutuels, and New York fail with the modifica- 
tion plan, it will bode no good for tracks on the 
wrong side of the Hudson. 
* * * 

AX HIRSCH is one of those trainers who re- 

main loyal to Belmont as a home training 
ground and winter quarters despite the won- 
drous tales of the climatic conditions and various 
other advantages at more. southerly points. 
Hirsch reasons, and with very good logic, that 
as relatively few of the horses under his care 
are of the type and breeding to come to hand 
early, hibernating at one of the favorite spots 
farther down the Atlantic seaboard would be 
only so much shipping expenses, etc., tossed off 
for nothing. Hirsch and Belmont are rather in- 
separable, anyhow. 

Most of the younger trainers follow the crows 
with the view of trying their horses early, not 
only to have them ready at the first bugle, but 
also to separate the wheat from the chaff. 
Which sounds good enough at first blush. But 
the last few New York winters haven’t been 
severe and a lot of horses, particularly 2-year- 
olds, which might otherwise develop stakes class 
in the late season, are blemished and burned 
out trying to work three-eighths in :33 in early 
April. As Norman Tallman, who also is win- 
tering at Belmont, explains it, spring trials are 
far from conclusive. For instance, one might 
find things in the mannerisms and potentialities 
of one animal that can’t travel “half-past-’leven” 
to instill confidence in his trainer, while another 
that showed good speed in his trials would have 
certain tendencies that would make his trainer 
wish to be rid of him. The watch isn’t always 
a good index to a horse’s true worth. 


ARRIVALS FROM EUROPE. 

The American Banker docked in New York 
December 6 with an important shipment of 
bloodstock from England. Marshall Field’s 
*Jacopo and William Woodward’s Sir Andrew, 
were included in the lot. They are to enter the 
stud at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky., next spring. Also on the boat was *Tableau, 
which Mr. Field bred in Ireland and raced in 
England, winning one race at two, last year. 
*Tableau, which will be bred next year for the 
first time, is by Gainsborough—Inscription, by 
Hapsburg. Another on the boat was John Hay 
Whitney’s *Blue Dust, 3-year-old filly by Gains- 
borough—Golden Araby, by Golden Sun. Mr. 
Whitney purchased her from the estate of Mor- 
timer L. Schiff at the end of her 2-year-old 
season and won one race with her this year. In 
the one-mile Fairfield Plate at York, she ad- 
ministered a beating to the good 3-year-old 
China King, which suffered no other defeat in 
seven starts this season. *Blue Dust was ship- 
ped to Claiborne Farm, arriving Thursday, De- 
cember 8, and was transferred to the Greentree 
Farm, Lexington, by van. 


BOWIE’S DISTRIBUTION. 

The Southern Maryland Agricultural Associa- 
tion, during its 14-day meeting at Bowie in No- 
vember, distributed $143,275, in stakes and 
purses, a daily average of $10,233.93. Last 
fall, in a 13-day meeting, the distribution was 
$188,090, daily average $14,468.46. For the 1932 
meeting there were two charity days, with low- 
ered purses, and in 1931, one charity day. 


*LIGHT BRIGADE 
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NOTES ON NICKS

IXTEEN years ago Senator Johnson Newton 
Camden, then chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, had Ben Brush and 
Peter Quince, the latter a son of Commando, 
standing at his Hartland Stud at Versailles, Ky. 
He sought in England for a high-class horse 
whose blood would furnish a strong outcross for 
the pedigrees of his own horses, and it is now a 
matter of record that his choice was most 
fortunate. In 1916 he brought from England the 

young stallion *Light Brigade:

The horse had every qualification for stud 
success. Under George Lambton’s training he 


had raced three seasons, wining 16 times and fin- 
ishing second six times in 27 starts. At two he 
had won two stakes and finished second in three 
other starts. At three, he won 11 consecutive 
races and was second once. His victories that 
season ranged in distance from six furlongs to 
114, miles; at the latter distance he won four 
races, the North Derby, Great National Breeders’ 
Produce Stakes, Duke of York Stakes and Great 
Yorkshire Stakes. At four, he scored three vic- 
tories, including the Atlantic Stakes, 114 miles, 
in which he conceded eight pounds to the St. 
Leger second White Magic and the same 
amount to the Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Louvois. In two other starts he was narrowly 
beaten. His only decisive defeat that year was 
in his last race, in which he broke down so 
badly that he was pulled up. 

Picton, *Light Brigade’s sire, won the Dew- 
hurst Stakes at two. He suffered an accident in 
finishing second to Spearmint in the Derby, and 
could not race again. *Light Brigade was the 
first foal of Bridge of Sighs, a mare which never 
raced but whose pedigree was of the best. 

A glance at the pedigree will show how im- 
portant a part is played by Isonomy, the grand- 
sire of both *Light Brigade’s parents. The sec- 
ond strongest inbreeding is to Stockwell, the 
grandsire of Isonomy and of Bend Or. There are 
three crosses of Stockwell in the fifth generation 
and in the sixth there are two more, besides one 
cross of Rataplan, Stockwell’s brother, and still 
more crosses farther back. The pedigree is one- 
fourth Isonomy and nearly one-sixth Stockwell. 
Bend Or, St. Simon and Hermit occur once each, 
but there is nothing of Hampton, which is, like 
Hermit, a scion of the house of Newminster. 
The pedigree of Orvieto, *Light Brigade’s male 
line grandsire, is very important:

a name long known for its worth in the pedigree 
of a broodmare and in recent years revived as 
a powerful factor in tail-male, through Roi 
Herode and his sons and grandsons. (Roi Herode 
was inbred to Thormanby, possibly the reason 
for his success.) Orvieto’s dam is by Macaroni, 
another Herod-line sire whose name is gold in a 
broodmare‘s pedigree. It may be—no man can 
say for certain—that this concentration of good 
broodmare blood in the upper quarter of his 
pedigree is the reason for *Light Brigade’s hav- 
ing sired such a preponderance of good fillies, 
such as Rose of Sharon, Rothermel, Oh Susanna, 
Fair Phantom, Dark Phantom, Easter Stockings 
and Gentility. It might be added that *Light 
Brigade’s fifth dam, Violet, was also a daughter 
of Thormanby. 

*Light Brigade had two successful seasons in 
the stud in England. He then came to America 
and spent his halcyon days at the Camden stud. 
Last year he was sold, along with the other 
Camden stock, and passed into the hands of 
Sylvester W. Labrot, at whose Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis, Md., he is now spending the evening 
of life. Totally blind, he tags along behind 
Balaam, his donkey companion, from whose neck 
is suspended a bell to guide the steps of the 
Thoroughbred. But it is not too late to take 
further advantage of the prepotency of *Light 
Brigade. Apparently he will yet be represented 
on the Turf by many more good sons and 
daughters. 

Almost any American breeder of horses would 
have been willing to go on record, when *Light 
Brigade came to Kentucky, that the best of his 
produce would result from crosses with one 
of the leading “American” sire strains. It is 
unlikely, however, that any one would have been 
willing to predict that he would never get a 
high-class horse without the aid of one of these 
“American” strains. Yet, up to this day, such 
has been the case. *Light Brigade has never 
sired, in this country, a good horse without the 
aid of stout native lines. I will illustrate. 

Ben Brush alliances: Fair Phantom, Dark 
Phantom and Culloden, all stakes winners, were 
out of the Ben Brush mare Bellita. Hydromel, 
winner of the American Derby, was out of the 
Ben Brush mare Honeydew. Marche Militaire’s 
grandam was by Bramble, sire of Ben Brush. 

Hindoo—Hanover alliances: Rose of Sharon’s 
dam was a granddaughter of Hindoo. Rother- 
mel’s dam had a cross of Hindoo on the top side. 
Gentility, winner of the Breeders’ Futurity, was 
out of a granddaughter of Hanover. Polly Mc- 
Wiggles, dam of this year’s Futurity winner, 
Kerry Patch, is a sister to Gentility. Essare, a 
fair horse that lacked only a little of being top- 
class, was out of Wistaria, whose dam, Eccen- 
ana, was by Hanover out of a daughter of Virgil, 
Hanover’s grandsire. The dams of Pas Seul and 
Fallacy, stakes winners by *Light Brigade, had 
near crosses of The Commoner, son of Hanover. 

Himyar-Domino-Commando alliances: Rose of 
Sharon’s dam was by Plaudit, by Himyar. Oh 
Susanna’s dam, Satin, was by Peter Quince, by 
Commando. Satin’s sister, Prodigy, produced 
the stakes winners Brown Wizard and Brown 
Wisdom, brothers by *Brown Prince II. Easter 
Stockings and Dr. Freeland were out of mares 
by Celt, by Commando. Crack Brigade had for 
dam a daughter of Ultimus, by Commando. Kitty 
Pat, a stakes winner, was out of a mare by 
Commando, and Barleycorn, a good steeplechaser, 
also a stakes winner, was out of a daughter of 
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Disguise, by Domino. Neddie, a good horse from 
a *Light Brigade mare, was sired by Colin, by 
Commando. 

In the above list is included every high-class 
horse got by *Light Brigade, with the exception 
of Rangoon, whose tail-female line provided the 
only “American” cross. Rose of Sharon, the best 
of the numerous good race mares by *Light Bri- 
gade, was out of Rosa Mundi, whose two grand- 
sires were Himyar and Hindoo. 

The iine of Spendthrift has not played much 
part in the success of *Light Brigade, a fact 
for which lack of opportunity may be the ex- 
planation. Crack Brigade, which played second 
fiddle to Gallant Fox in the early season cam- 
paign of 1930, was out of Crack o’ Dawn, by UI- 
timus—Searchlight, by Kingston, by Spend- 
thrift. I believe this is the only instance of the 
Spendthrift cross among the succesful progeny 
of the Labrot stallion. 

The line of Hampton should be valuable for 
crossing with *Light Brigade. Of the mares 
which have thrown *Light Brigade’s best stock, 
Bellita, dam of Fair Phantom, etc., is out of 
*My Beauty, by Ladas, by Hampton. Honeydew, 
dam of Hydromel, is out of Yolanda, out of 
*Involved, by Royal Hampton, by Hampton. 
Yolanda herself was mated with *Light Brigade 
to produce three fair stakes winners, Brigadier 
General, Lieut. Colonel and Graeme. 

As for inbreeding, there is nothing in *Light 
Brigade’s pedigree of which his mates might not 
profitably bring a return. Especially ought 
Hermit and St. Simon to be repeated. Bend Or 
is not needed, since the pedigree already con- 
tains one stout cross and also has repetitions of 
the names of Stockwell and Thormanby, the 
principals of Bend Or’s immediate ancestry. 
Isonomy is not needed, but, like Bend Or, may 
be tolerated. Easter Stockings was a grand- 
daughter of the good mare *Pietra, by Isonomy’s 
grandson Pietermaritzburg. Dr. Freeland was 
out of a granddaughter of *Star Shoot, grandson 
of Isonomy. In each of these two cases the ex- 
tra dose of Isonomy is found in conjunction with 
Hermit. 

Mr. Labrot chose fortunately when he bought 
*Light Brigade. He has three other stallions at 
Holly Beach, and each of those has bloodlines 
which blend admirably with those of the old son 
of Picton. Tryster is especially well suited. He 
is by Commando, is strongly inbred to Hermit 
and secondarily inbred to Mannie Gray, the dam 
of Domino. He has good crosses of St. Simon 
and Hanover, and is, again fortunately, deficient 
in the blood of Stockwell, of which *Light Bri- 
gade has a great deal. The nick of Tryster with 
*Light Brigade is a “natural.” 

Happy Time should also go well with daugh- 
ters of *Light Brigade. He is by High Time, 
which has three Domino crosses, one Isonomy, 
and a return of the fine mare Sunshine, which 
occupies a similarly important position in Pic- 
ton’s ancestry. Happy Time’s dam has strains 
of Hanover, Hampton and Galopin, as well as 
several exceptionally good mares. 

*Sir Greysteel is less suited to *Light Brigade 
than are Tryster and Happy Time, but will do. 
Like *Light Brigade, he lacks Hampton, but this 
deficiency is partially made up by the abundance 
of Hermit and Newminster. He is strong in 
Vedette (grandsire of St. Simon) lines, and has 
Isonomy through Gallinule, sire of his grandam. 
He carries also the Stockwell—Thormanby blend 
seen in *Light Brigade. Better mates than 


*Light Brigade mares can be found for him. 
In a later number I shall probably be able to 
consider *Sir Greysteel, Tryster and Happy 
Time more fully. 

*Light Brigade is certainly among friends who 
should do well by him, and it is almost a cer- 
tainty that he will reciprocate. Unless his career 
is ended before he has had full opportunity I 
believe he will become the cornerstone of a great 
stud at Holly Beach. 


CALIFORNIA. 

HERE continues to be much “hooey” about 

track building at Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, but very little action. Sports writers are 
noting that Joseph M. Smoot, without even hav- 
ing his plant well on the way, is announcing a 
$50,000 California Derby, a $25,000 Los Angeles 
Handicap, a $10,000 Motion Picture Stars Han- 
dicap, a $12,500 race for horses bred and foaled 
in California, and a total distribution of about 
$400,000 in 45 days, with no purse less than 
$1,000. Tom Laird, in The News (San Francisco) 
asks: “Who can Smoot be kidding, aside from 
himself He says further: “Smoot says his 
track will open on February 15. The advice of 
racing men to Smoot is to build his track before 
he talks of handicaps worth five figures. Mr. 
Smoot should roll over; he appears to be on his 
back.” 
AGUA CALIENTE. 

Cc. J. Fitz Gerald, director of racing for the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club, and all of his chief 
aides, including Martin Nathanson, William H. 
Shelley, Shaun Gilmartin, Harry Morrissey, 
Stewart Hunter and William Koch, have reported 
for duty and are getting things shipshape for 
the opening of the 82-day meeting on Christmas 
Day. Many horses are already at the course and 
others are arriving daily. 

Shaun Gilmartin, who will be in charge of the 
pari-mutuels, has announced a new betting 
feature. It will be called “seven straight.”’ Any- 
one holding a ticket on which the player has 
named seven straight winners in a single after- 
noon is guaranteed to receive at least $5,000 for 
his $2. If the pool is not paid out to a winner on 
the opening day, it is accumulated into the pool 
of the second day, and so on. There is no limit 
to the proportions of the pool. If, however, 4 
large pool exists in the Club’s treasury one 
week before the close of the meeting on March 
19, the money will be returned to the public in 
the following manner: If, for example, the pool 
should total $210,000, the money will be divided 
$30,000 to each of seven races. Each $30,000 will 
be divided $10,000 straight, $10,000 place, $10,000 
show, or there may be some other pro rata 
arrangement. The result will be very large prices 
on each of the seven races and for each position 
in each race. One the face of it, the plan in- 
dicates immediate and immense popularity. 

Hygro, to run for the Agua Caliente Handicap, 
is at Harry Unna’s place at Imperial Beach. 

Yearlings to the number of 250 have been 
registered in the racing secretary's office. 


LEEWARD. 

A good name among the coming 2-year-olds 
is that of the Wheatley Stable’s Leeward, by 
General Lee—Blustery. 
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MARYLAND 


SCHEDULE CHANGED. 
ENTATIVE dates for Maryland’s 1933 rac- 
ing, as published last week in THE BLOop- 
HORSE, received a going over and a changing 
about at a meeting of representatives of the 
various mile and half-mile tracks held at Bal- 


timore December 7. Bowie has given up _ its 
place at the beginning of the season and Havre 
de Grace will open the year’s racing in the state, 
on April 15, about the usual date for Havre de 
Grace to open. Pimlico will follow with its 
usual dates (with the Preakness run probably 
Saturday, May 13). Then Bowie will race out 
the 11 days of its spring meeting, closing May 
30 and thus extending the Maryland spring sea- 
son later than usual by two weeks. Hagers- 
town will be the only half-mile track to hold a 
spring meeting. The fall dates are as usual. 

What the effect of the shift in Bowie’s dates 
will be is now a matter of controversy. Its chief 
advantage will be the probability of better 
weather. Its chief disadvantage will be the 
probability of a conflict with the Belmont Park 
meeting in New York. Its chief effect on the 
racing of other states may be an extension of 
the dates of Tropical Park so as to take in the 
early weeks in April, as, unless this extension is 
granted by the Florida State Racing Commis- 
sion, there will be no other racing in the coun- 
try at that time. The Florida season closes 
legally on April 15. 

The new Maryland dates, now waiting the ap- 
proval of the Maryland Racing Commission:

Havre de Grace—April 15 to April 29: 13 days. 

Pimlico—May 1 to May 17; 15 days, including two for 
charity. 

Bowie—May 18 to May 30: 11 days. 

Hagerstown (1. -mnile)—June 1 to June 6: 5 days. 

Cumberland (1s-mile)—August 22 to August 26: 5 days. 

Marlboro (12-mile)—August 29 to September 2; 5 days. 

Timonium GQ. »-mile)—September 4 to September 9: 
5 days. 

Hagerstown (1.-mile)—September 12 to September 16: 


5 days. 

Havre de Grace—September 18 to September 30; 12 
days, including two for charity. 

Laurel Park—October 3 to October 31; 
cluding two for charity. 
Pimlico—November 1 to November 11: 10 days. 
Bowie—November 15 to November 30; 14 days. includ- 
ing two for charity. 

The season for the four major tracks em- 
braces an even 100 days, the legal limit, of which 
eight—two at each track—are for the benefit 
of Maryland’s unemployed families. There will 
also be 25 davs of racing on the half-mile 
courses. It will be noticed that Pimlico has 
lengthened its spring meeting to 15 days and 
Shortened the fall session to 10, for the reason 
that Pimlico’s most successful meetings are in 
the spring. The opposite is true of Bowie. 

Another important development in Maryland 
last week was the Racing Commission's revela- 
tion that each of the four major tracks had 
requested the right to reduce its purse minimum 
for 1933 to $800, instead of $1,000.

MARYLAND “HOME BRED” RACES. 

At the four major race courses in Maryland in 
1930 there were 21 events exclusively for horses 
bred in that state. The following year the num- 
ber was reduced to nine. This year it was in- 
creased to 17. The sentiment among Maryland 
breeders is such that there is possibility of 
further increase in the number in 1933. 


KENTUCKY 


THE THOROUGHBRED CLUB 


¢éfJ\HE Committee feels that it is voicing an 

almost universal sentiment in recommend- 
ing to the directors that such a dinner be made 
an annual event, the guest of honor each year to 
be selected by a committee, this guest of honor 
to be the person, in the opinion of the committee, 
who has contributed in some signal manner to 
the uplifting of the standard of Thoroughbred 
breeding and racing in America. 

“It is further recommended that the scope of 
the Thoroughbred Club be enlarged, if necessary 
by a change of the Articles of Incorporation or 
By-Laws, so that a nation-wide membership can 
be secured and possibly different classes of mem- 
bership be provided for.” 

So read a portion of the report of the Thor- 
oughbred Club’s committee in charge of the E. 
R. Bradley testimonial dinner, as presented by 
Chairman Frank B. Jones at the weekly luncheon 
of the club last Saturday, December 10, at the 
Phoenix Hotel, Lexington. Accompanying the 
report was a statement showing that 414 tickets 
at $5 each were sold for the dinner, for a total 
revenue of $2,070. Expenses accounted for up 
to the time of the report were $1,811.54. The 
greater portion of the balance, by the recom- 
mendation of the committee, concurred in by 
Colonel Bradley, was turned over to the Lex- 
ington city unemployment fund. 

The report further recommended “instead of 
weekly meetings of the club, that meetings only 
once a month be held, preferably at night, and 
that a pre-arranged program be presented at 
each meeting.” The suggestion is being con- 
sidered. The club gave a rising vote of apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Jones’ excellent work as toastmaster 
of the Bradley dinner. 


DEATH OF BAROMETER. 
Taking a jump at Saratoga in a race last 
August, E. R. Bradley’s Barometer suffered a cut 
on a hind leg. The wound caused some trouble, 
the gelding was let down in his training and 
finally sent to Idle Hour Farm at Lexington. On 
the trip he developed car fever, from which he 
recovered slowly. Wednesday, December 7, at 
Idle Hour, he died. Dr. Harold Holmes’ post- 
mortem revealed that the cut on the leg, aggra- 
vated by the car fever, had brought about septi- 
cemia and that abscesses had formed on kidneys, 
liver and other organs. Barometer, a 4-year-old 
gelding by *Traumer—-*Hathor, by *Meddler, de- 
veloped into a star steeplechaser this year after 
two unfruitful seasons. In 11 starts this season 
he won seven races, including the Meadowbrook, 
Wheatley, North American, Beverwyck and 
Saratoga Steeplechase Handicaps. 
SCREW’S $2 MENTOR. 

Says Vernon Sanders in The Lexington Herald: 
“My old racing mentor always told me that un- 
less a person had enough sportsmanship in his 
blood to pay as much as $2 to see the horses 
perform he had no business on a race track.” 
Wonder who “Screw’s” old racing mentor was? 
Could he have been Colonel Winn? 


ADDRESS NOT AVAILABLE. 

“Where in: hell is the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association?” asks George J. Meyer in his 
Home-Stretch (San Francisco), while wanting 
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to know why that organization does not “put a 
stop” to purse cutting at Jefferson Park. We 
hadn’t previously known the destination of the 
Thoroughbred Horse Association since its dis- 
integration, so we are not able to give the in- 
quiring editor direction as to section, street and 
number. We can tell him, however, that Secre- 
tary Fred A. Forsythe says he closed the offices 
in the Hernando Building, Lexington, because no 
funds were available with which to pay the rent. 


SHIPMENTS TO FLORIDA. 

The racing strings of J. O. Keene, Dixiana, 
Clyde Van Dusen, R. W. Collins, Joe G. Chinn, 
E. C. Hamilton, Howard Oots, William Rust, 
Hal Price Headley and others have been shipped 
from Lexington to Hialeah Park. Clyde Van 
Dusen also sent a string to Havana and Morris 
Griner went that way with several horses. 
COLONEL BRADLEY’S BIRTHDAY. 

Col. E. R. Braley, now 73, celebrated his birth- 
day anniversary Monday, December 12, with a 
family dinner at his Idle Hour Farm, Lexington. 
He received many letters and telegrams from 
friends in other parts. 


ROUGH WEATHER. 

Saturday, Sunday, Monday and _ Tuesday, 
December 10, 11, 12 and 13, were days of ice 
and sleet in the Blue Grass region. Horses were 
kept in the stables more than usual. 


FLORIDA 


TAMPA SHORES. 

OR a time it was doubtful about the Tampa 

Shores Jockey Club’s being able to open its 
plant on December 30, as scheduled, but informa- 
tion from Tampa this week is to the effect that 
difficulties have been surmounted and that the 
plans for the 14 days of racing in advance of the 
meeting of the Miami Jockey Club at Hialeah 
Park will be carried out. On Saturday, Decem- 
ber 10, horses at the track numbered 129 and 
Racing Secretary Brownell Berryman announced 
that 150 more were being shipped from Bowie 
the early part of this week. 


HIALEAH PARK. 

More than a third of the horses to make the 
racing for Miami Jockey Club patrons during the 
meeting opening January 10 and ending March 
11 are at Hialeah Park, and training activities 
are in full swing. The plant was open all summer 
for use as a park by natives and visitors, and 
the people, in the habit of going there for rest 
and recreation, are now finding much to interest 
them in the exercise movements of the horses. 

Mortimer Mahoney announces that improve- 
ments have been made in the ‘“‘tote’’ machines so 
that there will be no lost motion in the issuing 
of tickets, as was the case last year. Instead of 
using a handle to be half turned and punched 
down when a ticket is issued, the seller will now 
have a keyboard in front of him and will have 
only to punch a key, as in a cash register. A 
board of totals will be in front of each seller at 
all times. Instead of nine numbers, the machines 
now will issue 12 numbers, which is to say 
tickets on 11 individual horses and a field ticket. 

A few races at Hialeah this winter will be 
run over an inner turf course, an innovation. 

Tom Trulis, manager of the kitchens, is charg- 
ing $8 a week board for men, reduced from $9. 


NEW YORK 


RACING LAW. 


HEN the New York Legislature meets at 

Albany in January a measure designed to 
permit the use of money in wagering on races 
at the tracks in the Empire State will be in- 
troduced. It will be fashioned to repeal the 
Hart-Agnew law and to re-enact provisions simi- 
lar to those contained in the former Percy-Gray 
law. The measure will also carry a taxing fea- 
ture through which it is estimated the State of 
New York will annually receive approximately 
$1,000,000. Since the repeal of the Percy-Gray 
law, the racing associations have had no con- 
trol of the oral betting on their tracks. They 
have not been able to recognize betting. The 
effect has been demoralizing and the personnel 
of the layers in that section known as “the 
lawn” has steadily grown less desirable. Fur- 
ther, the revenues from the gate, the programs 
and the restaurants have not been sufficient to 
support the tracks without assistance from gen- 
erous sportsmen who have control of them. It 
is patent to all who are interested in preserving 
the sport of racing and its attendant breeding 
industry that a law such as is proposed is neces- 
sary, and it is here urged that each reader of 
this magazine, without delay, write to his or 
her friends in the New York General Assembly, 
or to his or her friends in New York who may 
have influence at Albany, to do all possible to 
secure enactment of the measure. 


TROTTING FOR SYRACUSE. 


The Grand Circuit has granted dates for a 
trotting horse meeting to be he!d during the 
New York State Fair to be held at Syracuse 
next September. Thus the management has de- 
cided in favor of harness racing after having 
tried the runners for two seasons. Running races 
were not much of a drawing card during the 
1932 meeting, but there had been no previous in- 
dication that the Fair wou'd change back to the 
trotters. 


PLANS FOR NEXT YEAR. 

The board of directors of the Queens County 
Jockey Club (Aqueduct) and Metropolitan Jockey 
Club (Jamaica) meet Thursday of this week to 
discuss plans for next year’s racing. 


BELMONT, SARATOGA STAKES. 


With one exception, the stakes which were 
closed December 5 by the Westchester Racing 
Association (Belmont Park) and Saratoga As- 
sociation drew a smaller number of entries than 
for the closing a year earlier. The exception 
was the Saratoga Cup of 1933 which, despite 
a reduced value. attracted 56 entries, the same 
number as for the running of 1932. The Sara- 
toga Cup of 1934, for horses now 2-year-olds, 
closed with 112 nominations; it was the first 
time the new conditions of the race were in 
effect, and the response to the call for the first 
closing was quite liberal. 

It is encouraging also that the Suburban Han- 
dicap, to be run at Belmont Park’s spring meet- 
ing, attracted 52 entries, only two fewer than 
for 1932. The nominations include Equipoise, 
Gusto, Faireno, Mate, Questionnaire, St. Bri- 
deaux, Stepenfetchit, Blenheim. *White Clover 
II, Morfair, Larranaga, Pilate, Kerry Patch, Eve- 
ning, Sarada, Osculator and Sun Meadow. The 
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number of high-class horses named here is a 
good augury for next year’s handicap racing.

For the Belmont Park stakes, C. V. Whitney 
is the leading nominator with 136 entries. W. S. 
Kilmer made 131, W. R. Coe 129, Greentree 
Stable 89, J. E. Widener 76, Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney 71, Glen Riddle Farm 66, E. R. Brad- 
ley 66, Wheatley Stable 63, Belair Stud 62, 
George D. Widener 60, A. B. Hancock 57, Brook- 
meade Stable 52.

BRADY NEEDS HELP. 


John J. Brady, Jr., the moving spirit in 
the Horsemen’s Transportation Association, 127 
Cherry St., Floral Park, N. Y., has just sent a 
letter to horsemen and shippers of horses in the 
East, Middle West and South, which THE BLOOD- 
HORSE thinks should merit their approval. Mr. 
Brady was identified with an express company 
when Col. E. R. Bradley, president of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association, along about 1925, 
created a transportation department and em- 
ployed Mr. Brady to be its head. He was an 
expert in traffic rules and rates and from the 
beginning of his service he has saved many 
thousands of dollars to shippers of horses 
throughout the United States. When Colonel 
Bradley resigned as president of the Thorough- 


bred Horse Association Mr. Brady, with the as- 
sistance of Colonel Bradley and Joseph E. Wide- 
ner, created the Horsemen’s Transportation As- 
sociation, the directors of which now are Thomas 
J. Healey, chairman, Frank J. Bruen, George H. 
Bull, Edward Burke, John E. Cowdin, John D. 
Hertz, Max Hirsch, Henry McDaniel, Thomas W. 
Murphy, George M. Odom and Joseph E. Widener. 
This association survives by contributions from 
owners and trainers. Mr. Brady says to the 
horsemen very frankly: ‘My financial situation 
at the present time is not at all healthy and in 
order to continue to be of service to the horse- 
men, I have got to seek for aid. Can I depend 
upon you to lend a helping hand?” Mr. Brady 
also says in his letter that he has lately been 
working with all his might for a reduction in the 
express rates of 25 cents or more on long haul 
shipments throughout the United States and 
Canada. We quote him further: 

“We all know that the rates are entirely too 
high and have been so for a good many years. 
I have undertaken the task working single- 
handed which you can readily understand is a 
big handicap, nevertheless I am confident that 
with the proper financial support from all the 
horsemen, owners, trainers and breeders, I will 
eventually be successful in bringing about this 
reduction. Now it is with this thought in mind 
that I am addressing you to ascertain whether 
or not you will be one of my many contributors. 
Along these lines I will not attempt to specify any 
fixed amount, but will leave it entirely to your 
good judgment to give according to your means. 
This money will be used to defray my expenses 
of special trips to the following cities: New York, 


Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Norfolk, Va., Richmond, Va., Wilmington, N. C., 
Jacksonville, Fla., Miami, Fla., Atlanta, Ga., 


Louisville, Ky., Cincinnati, Cleveland, Chicago, 
Ill., St. Louis, Mo., Kansas City, Denver, Colo., 
San Francisco, Toronto, Los Angeles, Detroit, 
Mich., Buffalo and Montreal, holding special 
meetings with the heads of the railroads endeavor- 
ing to show them how it would be to their ad- 
vantage in the way of increased business to 
lower their rates on the long haul movements. 
I have endeavored to bring about a meeting of 
these railroad officials here in New York, to 
eliminate the expense of traveling all over the 
country, but after trying for over a year to get 
them together I am now convinced that it cannot 
be done, so there is only one way out and that 
is for me to go after the roads personally and 
I am confident of being successful in securing a 
general reduction in express rates. I trust you 
will look upon this matter in the proper light and 
if it is possible for you to assist, it will be greatly 
 satsaeananie and you will be thankful later on.” 


MILK AND VITAMIN D. 


Horsemen who feed cow’s milk to their wean- 
lings and yearlings will be interested in the an- 
nouncement from Cincinnati last week that a 
milk so full of Vitamin D that a quart is ‘equal 
to three teaspoonfuls of cod liver oil is being 
marketed there under the supervision of the 
milk commission of the Cincinnati Academy of 
Medicine. Dr. W. J. Loofbourow, of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, who conducted the tests 
which resulted in placing the Vitamin D milk 
on the market, explained that it was produced 
simply by feeding the cows yeast which had 
been treated with the rays of special lamps.

FREE GATE. 

T is, indeed, regrettable that Joe Cattarinich 

and associates in the ownership and opera- 
tion of Jefferson Park are flirting with free ad- 
mission to races there this season. A free gate 
is demoralizing and is never justified. It is even 
worse than a high gate. When the admission is 
high, many desirable persons are prevented from 
attending because they cannot afford it. When 
there is no admission these and other desirable 
persons remain away because they do not want 
to be present with the sort of people who attend 
only because it is free and because they may 
have a chance by hook or crook to gain some- 
thing they did not possess before going. A free 
gate robs racing of its joy and thrills for those 
who can afford it and who go for the sport and 
pleasure they have at the course. 

We are given to understand that the reason 
for the free gate is the uninterrupted operation 
of handbooks in and about the City of New Or- 
leans. It is related that the handbooks in many 
instances are posting better prices than can be 
had at the race course. If this be true, the Jef- 
ferson Park owners are responsible. They could 
remedy the situation in a jiffy if they would in- 
augurate practices based on the principle of 
simple honesty. Whether merited or not, the 
Jefferson Park management has an unsavory 
reputation far and wide as regards the conduct 
of its pari-mutuel offices. The charge is made 
that the pools are manipulated to the track’s 
advantage. If that charge is untrue and if the 
management wishes to prove it untrue, the way 
is simple and easy. All that is necessary to be 
done is to stop betting when the horses are 
called to post; immediately calculate the pools; 
announce the payment to be made for each 
horse in the event of victory, and display a copy 
of each calculation in the betting ring. No 
cheating can be successfully charged if that is 
done, because people will know that under that 
plan of operation cheating is impossible. 

If Jefferson Park had not lost the public’s con- 
fidence the management would have been able to 
prevent the operation of handbooks and would 
not have been in the position that impelled the 
false step to a free gate and to further slashing 
of the purses. Jefferson Park, by comparison 
with the better racing plants, now occupies a 
relationship somewhat after the fashion of an 
alley crap game to a December football game 
in the Rose Bowl. 

Jefferson Park’s first venture into the free 
gate experiment was on Monday, December 5, 
when the track “celebrated” its sixteenth anni- 
versary by admitting everyone free. A crowd of 
nearly 10,000 turned out. A few days later 
General Manager R. S. Eddy, Jr., mouthpiece for 
Joseph Cattarinich, announced that a second free 
admission day would be tried Monday, December 
12. The second trial brought out a crowd of 
about 7,000, when the weather was threatening. 
Mr. Eddy had said that the public’s response on 
this day would determine whether the track 
would discontinue charging admisson altogether 
for the remainder of the meeting. As we go to 
press we are not informed as to the manage- 
ment’s decision. 

Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley, mayor of New 
Orleans, when confronted with Mr. Eddy’s charge 
that handbooks in the city were hampering the 


operation of the track, had no comment except: 
“I’m not running an institution here for the bene- 
fit of that race track out there.” 

FAIR GROUNDS. 

Back from a hunting and fishing excursion, 
Jack B. Campbell, steward and racing secretary 
for the newly organized Crescent City Jockey 
Club, said in New Orleans December 8 that in 
about 10 days he would give out details of the 
stakes, purses, etc., of the meeting to begin at 
the Fair Grounds track Monday, January 23. 
One announcement was made last week, that the 
Crescent City Jockey Club will handle its own 
concessions. The Bahr gate to be used at the 
Fair Grounds has arrived and been set up. G. R. 
(Buddy) Wingfield, Jefferson Park starter, will 
handle the schooling of yearlings until the ar- 
rival of Roy Dickerson, Fair Grounds starter. 


GILBERT LEADS. 

In the H. Mills--J. Gilbert battle for jockey 
honors, for the week ending Monday, December 
12, Gilbert won two rounds, Mills won two, and 
two were drawn. But on the two days Gilbert 
won he had a total of five winners to Mills’ none. 
The standing at the end of the racing of Monday, 
December 12, was Gilbert 190 winners, Mills 187. 
Mills changed agents last week, substituting 
Judd Alt for M. Fernandez. 


CUBA 


NEW CAPITAL. 

O round up enough money to promote the 

most ambitious racing program ever offered 
in Cuba, the Kaelker Brothers, Charles and 
Richard, have taken in some new associates. 
Last week an indefinite announcement of reor- 
ganization came from an indefinite source. ‘As 
lessees of the Havana-American Jockey Club,” 
the published story read, “they [the Kaelkers] 
have formed the Cuban-American Jockey Club.” 
Then followed statements that a total of more 
than $300,000 would be distributed in stakes and 
purses, that the purse minimum would be $500, 
etc., etc., as had already been published in many 
papers. Then the following: 

“The Kaelkers, in recent weeks, have received 
several propositions from American interests 
anxious to ally capital and influence in the Ori- 
ental Park and Casino Nacional ventures. These 
persons, impressed with greater possibilities, sub- 
mitted a wide range of ideas, all being based on 
expansion. The establishment of the Cuban 
Grand National Handicap, richest race ever pro- 
vided in Cuba, is the first move along this line, 
and its creation is of Kaelker origin. Charles 
Kaelker, commenting on the future of Havana 
racing here today, said: 

“‘Our connection with sporting affairs in 
Havana have convinced us that the enterprise 
cannot fail. In the formation of our new com- 
pany we picked these associates best suited, in 
our belief. I am not prepared just now to divulge 
the identity of our president, but you may rely 
upon it that he is one of the foremost American 
sportsmen, a man commanding wide popularity 
and influence. He will be a factor in our general 
scheme to make Havana racing greater.’”’ 

Meanwhile many horsemen are making plans 
for racing in Cuba this winter. The $50,000 
Cuban Grand National Handicap is attracting 
good entries.

ENGLISH LEADERS. 

WHITE-HAIRED old man with a _ broad 

moustache and a broader grin received 
many handshakes after Heronslea won the 
Ellesmere Welter Handicap at Manchester on 
November 25. Heronslea was the hundredth 
winner of the season for 76-year-old Dobson 
Peacock. He had gratified an ambition of many 
years as a trainer—to reach “the century.” Last 
year he failed by two winners. This year he 
succeeded, on the next to last day of the season. 
Mr. Peacock, certainly a sprightly man for his 
years, insists he is only 19, having been born 
February 29, 1856. 

Gordon Richards, the most successful jockey 
in England, fell short of his goal of 200 by only 
10 winners. His 190 wins were more than any 
jockey has ridden in England in any year of the 
twentieth century. 

His Highness the Aga Khan led the winning 
owners, with £57,7781,, more than three times 
the winnings of Lord Rosebery, who was sec- 
ond. The Aga Khan also led the breeders with 
winnings of £59,08714,. In point of money won 
by his charges, Frank Butters, handling the Aga 
Khan’s horses, was the leading trainer, with 
a total of £72,436%. 

The leading horses, in money won, were Fir- 
daussi, Udaipur, Miracle, Myrobella, Orwell, 
April the Fifth. 

Leading stallion was Gainsborough, 24 of 
whose get won 34 races and £34,78914. Gains- 
borough is now 17 years old; he is a bay son of 
Bayardo—*Rosedrop, by St. Frusquin, second 
dam Rosaline, by Trenton, next dam Rosalays, 
by Bend Or. 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Diolite, the Two Thousand Guineas winner, won 
the Grosvenor Cup recently for the second year 
in succession. He was offered for sale at the 
Newmarket December sales recently and if not 
purchased was to stand at Clarence Hailey’s 
stud next season. 

The Prix Thomas Byron, 71% furlongs, for 2- 
year-olds, run at St. Cloud in mid-November, 
was won by Edward Esmond’s Bipearl, a grey 
filly by Biribi (by Rabelais) out of Pearl Maiden, 
by Phaleron (by Gallinule), next dam Seashell, 
by Orme. 

China King, descended from the American mare 
High Feather, is called the most improved 3-year- 
old in England this year. 

O. T. V. Slocock, trainer in Ireland for the 
Americans F. Ambrose Clark and Gould Shaw, 
suffered a broken collar bone when he was 
thrown from a horse. 

W. Elliott, who rode Phar Lap to victory in 
the Agua Caliente Handicap and later rode a 
few other races in America, has returned to his 
home in Australia. 

There have been 275 dead heats for first place 
in Australia in the last seven seasons, not in- 
cluding the present. There have also been 120 
dead heats for second and 56 for third place, a 
total of 451. 

Mannamead, which early in the season was 
considered a good classic prospect in England 
but injured a pastern joint so badly that he had 
to be put aside, returned to the races with an 
impressive victory at Manchester on November 
25. He is a brown colt by Manna—Pinprick, by 
Torpoint, and is owned by Lord Astor. 


The American rider, Everett Haynes, led the 
jockeys in Germany this year, with Johann Star- 
ofta, an apprentice, second. No apprentice in 
Germany has ever before finished so far up on 
the winning jockey list. 

Racing is developing rapidly in Venezuela. 
Joe Demane, a former rider who was attached 
to the stable of James Fitzsimmons, is sailing 
this week for Caracas. He has signed a half- 
year contract with the stable of General Pe- 
mental. Six German jockeys have _ recently 
signed up to ride during the season in Vene- 
zuela.

Several horses owned by Mrs. R. M. Hoots, 
who won the Kentucky Derby with Black Gold, 
arrived at Jefferson Park. 

Charles Herzog, of Independence, Ky., near 
Latonia, is under contract to Waldo Freeman 
and will get his first mounts at New Orleans 
this winter. 

Jargon, on the Jefferson Park track for a 
gallop one day last week, wheeled and struck 
the inner rail. Jockey Jake Kellum was injured 
when he hit the ground. 

The grippe kept Jockeys H. Bagur, G. South, 
L. Cantrell and W. Moran out of action several 
days at New Orleans. Phil Reuter, training for 
John Marsch, was put to bed by the disease. 

Defier, 3-year-old chestnut colt by Bud Ler- 
ner—Delia, by Sir Martin, which Frank Seremba 
purchased out of the Rancocas Stable sale in 
September, 1931, for $12,600, bowed a tendon 
in a light workout-at Jefferson Park. He may 
be used as a stallion. 

The Ontario Jockey Club plans to start work 
immediately on a number of important improve- 
ments to the Woodbine Park plant. Details of 
the work to be done have not been announced, 
but it is understood that, for one thing, the 
mutuel machines will be placed more advan- 
tageously. 
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A COSTLY DISEASE 


URING the months of June, July and August, 

1932, there occurred on the C. V. Whitney 
Farm at Lexington, an outbreak of colitis among 
suckling foals. Bacteriological study revealed 
the presence of Bacterium aertrycke, the rodent 
type of paratyphoid bacillus. Since this particu- 
lar infection has never been reported in horses 
in the United States, a brief description of the 
condition is published with the hope that it 
may be of interest and benefit to breeders and 
veterinarians. 

The disease occurred in a group of 28 suckling 
foals. As was general during the past summer, 
there had been a number of cases of uncompli- 
cated diarrhea among them which responded to 
the ordinary treatment. During the latter part of 
June a foal became ill, did not respond to treat- 
ment, showed the symptoms later to be described 
and died after being ill five days. A second foal 
contracted the disease before the death of the 
first but recovered after a long illness. Since 
diarrhea had occurred frequently during the 
summer, the above two cases were considered a 
more severe form of the same trouble. Shortly 
after a third case developed with the same 
symptoms but of a more acute nature and the 
foal died after five days. Thereafter 13 cases 
developed in rapid succession, of which six were 
fatal. There was a total of 16 cases and eight 
deaths. 

The following notes concerning the disease are 
taken from the report made by Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard, the Whitney Farm veterinarian and 
younger member of the firm of Hagyard and 
Hagyard, to Major Louie A. Beard, manager of 
the Whitney racing interests. 

NATURE OF THE DISEASE: An acute, high- 
ly infectious, febrile condition of the foals, char- 
acterized by intense inflammation and necrosis 
of the mucous membrane of the large intestine. 

CAUSE: The disease was caused by a bacillus 
of the paratyphoid group. The bacillus was found 
constantly in the intestinal contents and the 
tissues of the intestine. Occasionally it was also 
found to be present in other organs. The bac- 
teriological studies were made by Dr. P. R. Ed- 
wards of the Department of Animal Pathology 
of the Kentucky Experiment Station. Detailed 
study of the organisms isolated from the fatal 
cases and from certain of the foals which re- 
covered definitely proved that Bacterium aer- 
trycke was responsible for the disease. While the 
source of the infection was not established, it 
is known that rodents are the most common 
carriers of this type of paratyphoid, and in cases 
where it is possible to determine the source of 
the disease these animals are generally in- 
criminated. 

SYMPTOMS: The disease was_ generally 
ushered in with a fetid diarrhea and a tempera- 
ture varying in different cases from 104 degrees 
to 107 degrees. The pulse rate during the first 
24 hours was not greatly accelerated, but rapidly 
increased with diminishing volume and strength. 

The visible mucous membranes were congested, 
respirations were increased and the abdomen 
tucked. Appetite was diminished and became de- 
praved while thirst was increased. Some cases 
showed abdominal pain and one passed bloody 
stools. Peristalsis was too active in early stages 
and the waves were short, choppy and spasmodic. 
In the fatal cases this was followed by practic- 
ally a complete absence of peristaltic movement 


the only sounds being tympanic. All cases 
showed marked depression and lassitude associ- 
ated with rapid emaciation and prostration. Rest- 
lessness was common in the later stages. 

In the fatal cases the high temperature and 
diarrhea continued throughout the course of the 
disease and were accompanied by severe and 
persistent straining, in these cases the duration 
of the :disease was four to six days. In those 
cases which recovered the symptoms gradually 
decreased in severity until the foals returned to 
normal. 

POST MORTEM FINDINGS: In all cases 
there was marked inflammation, necrosis and 
erosion of the mucous membrane of the cecum 
and the great colon. The intestinal wall was 
greatly thickened. In some cases milder inflam- 
matory changes were noted in the small intes- 
tines. In only one case was peritonitis present. 
In some cases changes were present in the other 
internal organs but were not constant and were 
secondary. 

In nearly every case a large quantity of food 
was present in the cecum and in quantities in 
the colon, indicating impaired function or partial 
paralysis of this portion of the intestines. 

DIAGNOSIS: Differential diagnosis of the 
conditions is dependent upon bacteriological ex- 
amination and isolation of the causative bac- 
terium from the dung or tissues of a dead foal. 

TREATMENT: Prevention of the disease by 
treatment with an autogenous bacterin was the 
means of controlling the outbreak. Immunity 
was produced by administration of five doses of 
the bacterin at four-day intervals. After the sec- 
ond dose was given no further cases developed. 
Usual treatment for diarrhea consisting of castor 
oil followed by astringents and intestinal anti- 
septics, was found to be contra-indicated. Small 
doses of mineral oil combined with an intestinal 
antiseptic gave much better results. 

In conclusion it is suggested that where more 
than one case of diarrhea accompanied by a high 
temperature occurs, a bacteriological examina- 
tion be made of the intestinal contents. 

If a case terminates fatally cultures should be 
taken from the intestinal tissues and the ab- 
dominal viscera.

Pillow Fight, which 
is, like Phar Lap, also a son of Night Raid, re- 
cently won the Avondale Guineas, an important 
3-year-old race at Auckland, N. Z. He was 
favorite in a field of 11 starters and won by three 
parts of a length from Jonathan. 


IRONY. 

The famous First Cavalry Regiment of the 
United States Army will be cavalry in name only 
after December 31. Along with the War De- 
partment’s orders for the regiment to abandon 
its quarters at Fort Russell, Texas, and move 
to Camp Knox, Ky., came instructions to leave 
behind all horses and mules. In Kentucky, famous 
for its horses, the regiment will be completely 
mechanized and motorized.

NEW JERSEY’S OPPORTUNITY? 


With racing’s future in New York doubtful, 
New Jersey is casting eager eyes toward the 
sport. Monmouth County, New Jersey, real estate 
and hotel men met at Asbury Park on the 
evening of December 8 and made plans to work 
for a revival of racing in the state, with pari- 
mutuel betting under state control. Fred Mar- 
gerum, of Trenton, the principal speaker, stated 
that Atlantic County had already formed an or- 
ganization with this end in view. A temporary 
Monmouth County organization was formed, 
with Frederick K. Pierce, of Avon, president, W. 
W. Vaughan, of Red Bank, vice-president, Walter 
J. Butcher, of Asbury Park, secretary. A per- 
manent organization will be formed at the next 
meeting, January 4. 


In the State Legislature at Trenton, N. J., there 
is to be introduced on January 10, according to a 
story from Atlantic City early this week, a bill 
to permit horse racing, but with the anamalous 
stipulation that betting shall not be allowed. Ten 
per cent of the gross gate receipts would be used 
for unemployment relief and for crippled children. 
Assemblyman Joseph Altman, lower house leader, 
expects to inaugurate a movement to repeal the 
1897 constitutional amendment against betting.
